DEFINITIONS 


About: A wheel or face of 180°. • 

Alignment: A straight line upon which Knights or 
ranks are formed or are to be formed. 

Base: The element on which a movement is regulated. 

Cadence: Uniform time of steps in marching and of 
motions in Sword Manual. 

Center: The middle point or element of a command. 

Close: (Kloz) verb; to bring together, as “Close, 
Ranks,” or, “Close, Intervals.” 

(Klos) adjective; as “ Close order ” — opposed to 
“ Open order ” 

Column: A formation in which the elements are 
placed one behind another. A column of files 
faced to the right (or left) becomes a rank. 

Countermarch: To change direction of the column 
from front to rear. 

Cover: Files or guides “cover” when one is exactly 
in the rear of the other. 

Depth: The space from head to rear of any forma- 
tion including the leading and rear elements. 
The depth of a man is assumed to be twelve 
inches. 

Distance: Space between Knights in the direction 
of depth. Distance is measured from the back of 
the Knight in the front to the breast of the 
Knight in the rear. (Opposed to Interval). 

Division: A subdivision of the Commandery. 

Drill: The exercise and evolutions taught in the 
Asylum and executed in the precise and formal 
manner prescribed. 
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Dress: An alignment to the right, to the left or to 
the center, in the forming or straightening of a 
rank. 

Element: A file, a two, a three, a division, or a Com- 
mandery, forming a part of a still larger body. 

Escort: A detail of Knights for special purposes. 

Facing Distance: Twelve inches — the difference be- 
tween a Knight’s width (twenty-four inches) and 
his depth (twelve inches). 

Fall In: To form in column of files according to 
height or as may have been designated. 

File: A Knight in line if in single rank formation; 
or both front and rear rank Knights if in double 
rank; or all the Knights exactly behind one an- 
other if in Column. (Opposed to Bank). 

File Leader: The leading Knight whom the other 
Knights or files cover. 

Formation: Any arrangement of the elements of a 
Commandery. 

Flank: The right (or left) of a command when in 
line or in column. 

Front: The space in width occupied by an element 
either in line or in Column. The front of a 
Knight is twenty-four inches; of a set of threes 
seventy-two inches. 

Guide: One upon whom the command regulates its 
march. Unless otherwise announced, the guide 
of a line is always on the right; the guide of a 
two, or a three, when in Column, is toward the 
left. To march with guide other than as pre- 
scribed or to change the guide: Guide right (or 
left or center). In all wheels the guide is on the 
marching flank, without command. 
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Inspection: A critical examination of the work, drill, 
equipment and records of a Commandery. 

Interval: Space -between Knights of the same line: 
between Commanderies, Divisions, etc. (Opposed 
to Distance.) 

Junior: An officer of lower rank. 

Left in Front: A column formed to the front from 
the left flank of a line. 

Left: The left extremity of a body of Knights. 

Line: A formation in which the elements are abreast 
.of each other. 

Marching Flank: The flank furthest from the pivot 
in turning or in a wheel. 

Pace: Thirty inches — the length of the full step in 
quick time. 

Pivot: The Knight on the flank upon whom the turn 
or wheel is made. 

Point of Rest: The point at which a formation begins. 

Post: The Post of an Officer or Knight is the posi- 
tion occupied by him in the performance of a 
specific duty, wherever that duty may call him. 
(Opposed to Station.) 

Quarte: See Manual of the Sword. 

Rank: A line of Knights placed side by side. Also 
the grade of an Officer. A rank faced to the 
right (or left) is called a Column of Files. 

Right: The right extremity of a Body of Knights. 

Right in Front: A Column formed to the front from 
the right flank of a line. 

Roster: A roll of the Officers and Knights of a Com- 
mandery. 

Senior: An Officer superior in rank. 

Squad: A small number of Knights for Drill. 
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Station: The regular position of an Officer as estab- 
, lished by the Ritual or the Statutes. ( Opposed to 
Post.) 

Tierce: See Manual of the Sword., 

Trace: To cover; to march directly in rear of the 
file leader. 

Turning Distance: Such a distance between sub- 
divisions that when the elements are turned into 
line, no distance will have been lost. 

Under Arms: i.e. when the Sword is drawn. 

Wheel: A circular movement by which the elements 
are placed at right angles to their former position.

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GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS 


1. The Orders of Knighthood admit of no frivoli- 
ties; Officers and Knights should not indulge in any 
conversation with the Candidate, nor with each other 
in his presence, except such as may be necessary for 
his instruction. 

2. Smoking in the Asylum or in any apartment in 
which work is being done, is prohibited. 

3. Alarms on doors should be made with the flat 
side of the point of the blade, not with the hilt. 

4. The Diagrams show S.’s door at S.W. corner; in 
some Asys. it is situated at the N.W. corner ; either is 
correct. 

5. The Station of the P. is given in the Rehearsal 
of Duties as “On the right of the G.” In most Cys. 
during the work he will be found on the north side 
of the Asy., facing south in front of the dais. This 
is much more practical and we can see no objection 
to the custom. 

6. Commands, Diagrams and Explanations given 
herein are based on conditions existing in a majority 
of the Asys. in this Jurisdiction. Whenever local con- 
ditions render a strict compliance with these rules 
impracticable, they may be modified to meet the needs 
of the particular case, but not otherwise. 

7. Commands are of two kinds: Preparatory com- 
mands such as (( Forward, Threes Bight ” indicate the 
move that is to be executed and are distinguished by 
Italics ; commands of Execution are in small capi- 
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tals, such as “March,” “Halt,” or “Swords.” In 
marching', the preparatory command should be given 
at such an interval of time, before the command of 
execution as to admit of its being properly under- 
stood ; the command of execution should be given at 
the instant the movement is to commence. 

8. It is always proper to “Dress” a Command after 
any movement of a line. 

9. The Post of the Commanding Officer is in front 
of the center of his command when in line, and distant 
from it by one-half its front; on the left of the 
front guide (Senior Warden) when in column with 
the right in front; on the right of the front guide 
(Junior Warden) when in column with the left in 
front ; he goes wherever his presence may be required. 

10. Unless otherwise provided, or the furnishings 
prevent, Officers and Knights march to the point 
designated by the shortest distance and not by the 
right angle. 

11. Officers in command of a uniformed body of 
Knights, when giving a command, should have their 
swords drawn and should face the Knights. 

12. Except in electing Officers, when written bal- 
lots shall be used, votes will be taken thus : 

C. : All in favor of the motion — With sword 
arm , Charge; Recover. All opposed, with 
bridle arm , Charge; Recover. 

13. The Prelate should appear in uniform, without 
sword and belt, at all Conclaves when the Command- 
ery is opened on the Order of the Temple, changing to 
his robes before the Order is conferred. The Standard 
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Bearer (and in the Asylum) the Treasurer and Re- 
corder will remove sword and belt. 

14. Officers and Knights when attending Christmas 
Observances and on social occasions, will remove 
sword and belt. This rule will also be observed when 
Easter or Ascension Day services are held in the 
Asylum. 

15. The duties of the Warder require him to open 
the door for the entrance or exit of a Senior Officer; 
he will stand, facing across the doorway, at “ Salute , 
Swords,” (f) until the Officer and those accompany- 
ing him, have passed; the Officer will acknowledge 
the salute; Warder will then “ Carry ” (|), close the 
door and return to his station ; Exception — the 
Warder will leave the Sentinel’s door open after 
Senior Warden and Escort have passed out to the 
Apartment of the Eminent Commander. 

16. Senior Warden, Junior Warden, Sword Bearer, 
Warder and Guards will “Draw, Swords” at the 
proper time in the opening, and will so remain until 
the Commandery is declared “Closed.” except when 
their duties under the Ritual require them to “ Re- 
turn; ” they will “Draw” as soon as the duty has 
been performed. When seated at their stations, the 
sword blade should rest across the lap. 

17. The Grand Master of the Grand Encampment 
or his representative, Grand Commanders or their 
representatives, Past Grand Masters and Past Grand 
Commanders are the only Knights entitled to be re- 
ceived under the Arch of Steel. By “Representative” 
is meant a Knight commissioned by the Grand Master 
or by a Grand Commander to be his personal repre- 
sentative in respect to a particular duty. 
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18. Sets of Diagrams are used to illustrate the 
“Openings” — one, where twelve Knights (besides the 
Officers) are used-; and, two, where ten Officers only 
are used. While pains have been taken to draw the 
diagrams accurately, it is not possible, to draw them 
to scale, but rather to illustrate the points desired. 
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THE SALUTES 


19. Salutes are made with the Eight. Hand, with 
the Sword, and with the Beauseant. 

20. When in Uniform, the proper Salute should 
never be omitted. 

■ 21. The Commander (or Sovereign Master) if 
seated, acknowledges a salute, with “Hand, Salute” 
( + ) without rising. 

22. The Prelate (or High Priest) when in uniform, 
salutes with the hand ( + ) ; if in robes he salutes or 
acknowledges a salute, by bowing ceremoniously. 

23. An Officer, when seated at his station during 
Opening, Rehearsal or Work, on being addressed by 
a Senior, will come to “Attention,” facing the Senior, 
execute and remain at “Salute” (f) during the collo- 
quy and then resume the “Carry” (!). 

24. The Senior should allow time for a Junior 
whom he has addressed to rise, if seated, and for 
the exchange of the proper salutes (f + or f|) before 
giving his order. 

25. A Junior Officer wishing to make a report or 
to attract the attention of a Senior, will face and 
address the Senior by his proper title ; the attention 
of the Senior having been gained, the Junior will 
“Salute” (f) ; the “Salute” should be immediately 
acknowledged by the Officer addressed ( + or J) ; the 
Senior will at once come to “Carry” (!) if armed; 
the Junior will remain at “Salute” during a short 
report or colloquy; having finished, the Junior will 
resume the “Carry” without further salute. 
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A “Hand, Salute”, (If 27 — Plate No. 1), is the 
proper salute to be given by a Knight, not “ TJnder 
Arms ”, when addressed by the Commander, or when 
addressing the Commander — except as otherwise pro- 
vided. 

26. When Officers, including P. C.’s, are in line 
they execute the “Present, Swords.”

27. First Motion, Raise the right 
right hand smartly until the fore- 
finger touches the lower part of 
the head dress above the right eye, 
thumb and fingers extended and 
joined, palm to the left, forearm 
inclined at an angle of about 45°, 
hand and wrist straight.

30. The St. B~ displays the 
Grand Standard.- In the Full 
Form Opening the St. B. will 
carry the Beauseant. For street 
parades, the Colors will consist 
of the National Flag and the 
Beauseant. The Flag is carried 
by the St. B. and the Beauseant 
by the Warder. In the Asvlum, 
the National Flag shall be dis- 
played on the dais at the extreme 
right, but another Flag may also 
be placed behind the station of 
the 1st Guard. The Standard and 
beauseant shall be displayed be- 
hind the 2nd and 3rd Guards re- 
spectively. The Sw. B, St. B, and 
Warder are known as the Stand- 
ard Guard and are commanded by 
the Sw. B. 

31. The St. B. should have and 
use a holster. 

32. At “Carry”, (Plate No. 3), 
the foot of the staff rests in the 
socket of the holster, the right 
hand grasping the staff at the 
height of the shoulder. 
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33. The “ Carry ” is executed at the 
command “Attention”., and is the 
habitual position- when on the march. 

34. At “ Order '”, the foot of the 
staff rests on the ground about 
fourteen inches to the right of the 
toe of the right shoe, the right 
hand holding the staff in a vertical 
position. 

35. At “ Parade , Rest” the foot 
of the staff is on the ground as at 
“Order”, the staff being held with 
both hands in front of the body, left 
hand uppermost ; the position of the 
St. B. otherwise conforming to that 
of “ Parade , Rest” of the Knights. 

36. At “Trail” the staff is held 
in the right hand in a vertical posi- 
tion, the foot of the staff being car- 
ried about six inches from the 
floor or ground — to be used only in 
marching short distances. 

37. The “Carry”, “Order” and 
“Parade, Rest”, are executed in 
obedience to those commands as 
given to the Commandery.

38. The Beauseant Salute is to be executed at the 
command “Present, Swords” — being at “Carry,” slip 
the right hand up the staff to the height of the eye, 
then lower the staff by straightening the arm to the 
front : 

(Two) Bring the Beauseant back to “Carry”. 
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39. Salutes With the National Color are Not 
Permissible: Neither Should it Acknowledge a 
Salute : It is Always on the Right. 

40. When the St. B. is called to his feet at the 
command “Commandery, Attention,” he should 
secure the Beauseant and stand at his station at 
u Carry ” The Grand Standard is displayed only when 
referred to by the Ritual. 
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SCHOOL OF THE KNIGHT 


41. Provision should, be made - for the proper In- 
struction of newly created Knights, in the essentials 
of Facing, Marching and the Sword Manual, to pre- 
vent them from falling into awkward or bad habits as 
well as to give grace and ease of movement. To this 
end the following exercises are prepared : 

Squad Drill, Without Swords 

42. Suggestions to the Instructor — Place a few 
Knights according to height, in a single rank, elbows 
touching lightly, facing front. 

43. The Instructor explains briefly each movement, 
first executing it himself, if practicable. He requires 
the Knights to take the proper positions unassisted 
and does not touch them for the purpose of correcting 
them. He avoids keeping them too long at the same 
movement, although each should be understood before 
passing to another. He exacts by degrees the desired 
precision and uniformity. 

44. When the execution of a movement is im- 
properly begun, or if it is necessary to revoke a pre- 
paratory command, the Instructor will command : 
As You Were. The movement then ceases and the 
former position is resumed. 

45. For the purpose of correcting errors during a 
movement, the Instructor may command: 1. In place , 
2. Halt. All halt and remain steadfast. The errors 
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being pointed out, the Instructor will command : 
1. Resume , 2. March, and the movement is then con- 
tinued. 

46. When the Knights assemble for drill, the In- 
structor should be among the first to be present, and 
the drill should begin at the appointed time. Punctual- 
ity in reporting, silence in the ranks, and the close 
attention of the Knights during the drill, must always 
' be insisted upon.

47. Heels on the same line and 
as near each other as the confor- 
mation of the Knight will per- 
mit; feet turned out equally and 
forming an angle of 45° ; knees 
straight without stiffness ; hips 
level and drawn back slightly; 
body erect and resting equally 
on the hips; chest lifted and 
arched ; shoulders square and fall- 
ing equally; arms and hands 
hanging naturally; thumb along 
the seam of the trousers ; head 
erect and square to the front ; 
chin slightly drawn in ; eyes 
straight to the front; weight of 
the body resting equally upon the 
heels and the balls of the feet. 
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THE RESTS 

48. Being in line at Halt, the commands are : Dis- 
missed : Be Seated : Fall Out: Rest: At Ease: 
Parade, Rest. 

49. At the command “Dismissed,” the Knights break 
ranks and are released from further duty. 

50. At the command “Be Seated,” the Knights take 
seats. 

51. At the command “Fall Out,” the Knights may 
leave the ranks, but are required to remain in the 
immediate vicinity. They resume their former places 
at the command “Fall In.” 

52. At the command “At Ease,” the Knights keep 

one foot in place and are required to preserve silence 

but not immobilitv. 

%/ 

53. At the command “Rest,” the Knights keep one 
foot in place but are not required to preserve silence 
or immobility. 
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1. Parade, 2. Rest. 

•(Plate No. 5) 

54. Carry the right foot six inches 
straight to the rear, both hands, 
without constraint, in front of the 
center of the body, fingers joined, 
left hand uppermost, arms extended 
full length, left thumb clasped by 
the thumb and forefinger of the 
right hand; preserve silence and 
steadiness of position. 

55. Being at “Rest,” “At Ease” 
or “ Parade , Rest,” to resume “At- 
tention”: 1. *S Hr Knights, 2. At- 
tention. 

The Knights come to the position 
of “Attention.” 

FACINGS 

1. Eyes, 2. Right (or Left). 

56. At the command “Right,” 
turn the head to the right oblique, 
eyes fixed on the line of eyes of the 
Knights in, or supposed to be in, Plate No. 5 
the same rank. 

At the command “Front,” turn the head and eyes 
smartly to the front. 

1. Right (or left), 2. Face. 

57. At the command, “Face,” raise slightly the 
left heel and right toe; face to the right (a quarter 
turn), turning on the right heel, assisted by a slight 
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pressure on the ball of the left foot; place the left foot 
by the side of the right. 

58. 1. Left, -2. Face, is executed on the left heel 
in a corresponding manner. 

1. About , 2. if ace. 

59. At the command “Face/’ carry the toe of the 
right foot about half a foot length to the rear and 
slightly to the left of the left heel without changing 
the position of the left foot; face to the rear (a half 
turn, turning to the right on the left heel and right 
toe; place the right heel by the side of the left. With 
a little practice the Knights should be able to so place 
the right toe that when the turn has been completed 
the right heel will be found to be by the side of the 
left and no further movement of the right foot will 
be necessary. 

STEPS AND MARCHINGS 

60. All steps and marchings executed from a halt, 
except “Right step” will begin with the left foot. 

61. The length of the full step in quick time is 
30 inches, measured from heel to heel ; the cadence 
is at the rate of 120 steps per minute. A shorter step 
may be used in the Asylum. 

62. The Instructor, when necessary, indicates the 
cadence by calling one, two, three, four, or, left, right, 
the instant the left and right foot, respectively, should 
be planted. 

63. The “Step,” length of step and cadence are 
established by the guide, who should take pains to 
be in time with the music. 
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64. If the Knights lose step the Instructor com- 
mands: Step; the men glance toward the side of the 
guide, regain the step and cast their eyes to the front. 

65. All steps, marchings and movements involving 
march are executed in “Quick time.” . 

Quick Time 

66. Being at a halt, to march forward in quick 
time : 

1. Forward , 2. March. 

At the command “Forward,” the weight of the body 
is shifted to the right leg without bending the knee. 

At the command “March/’ the left leg is thrown 
forward quickly but without jerk, the heel is planted 
thirty inches from the right heel, and the step con- 
tinued, the arms swinging naturally, the hands moving 
about six inches in front and rear of the seam of the 
trousers. 

Slow Time 

67. Being at a halt, or marching in quick time : 

1. Slow time, 2. March. 

Take one step in quick time, step off in “Slow 
time ” on the second step. Cadence is ninety steps to 
the minute. For use in funeral parades. 

68. To resume “Quick time:” 

1. Quick time, 2. March. 

At the command “March,” raise and plant the feet 
as described above; one step in slow time; take the 
quick time on the second step. 
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To Mark Time 

69. Being in march, or at a halt : 

1. Mark time, 2. March. 

At the command “March,” given as either foot 
strikes the ground, advance and plant the other foot ; 
bring up the foot in the rear and continue the cadence 
by alternately raising each foot about two inches and 
planting it in line with the other. 

Side Step 

70. Being at a halt or mark time : 

1. Right (or left) step, 2. March. 

Carry and plant the right foot eight inches to the 
right ; bring the left foot beside it ; continue the move- 
ment in the cadence of quick time. The side step is 
used for short distances only. 

Back Step 

71. Being at a halt or mark time : 

1. Backward, 2. March. 

Take steps of fifteen inches straight to the rear. 
The back step is used for short distances only. 

To Halt 

72. To arrest the march in quick or slow time: 

1. Squad, 2. Halt. 

At the command “Halt,” given as either foot 
strikes the ground, plant the other foot as in march- 
ing; raise and place the first foot by the side of the 
other. 
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73. The squad having been put in motion by the 
command, “March/’ will continue the march until, 
the command “Halt/’ is given. 

To March by the Flank 

74. Being in march : 

1. By the right (or left) flank, 2. March. 

At the command “March/’ given as the right foot 
strikes the ground, advance and plant the left foot, 
then turn to the right in marching and step off in 
the new direction with the right foot. The right 
foot is not brought to the side of the left nor is the 
step or cadence broken. The Instructor should caution 
the Knights to maintain the proper distance — twelve 
inches or “facing distance.” If the movement is to the 
left, the command “March,” should be given as the 
left foot strikes the ground. 

To March to the Rear 

75. Being in march: 

1. To the rear, 2. March. 

At the command “March,” given as the right foot 
strikes the ground, advance and plant the left foot; 
turn to the right (about a half turn) on the balls of 
both feet ; and immediately step off with the left foot. 

The Oblique March 

76. The Instructor causes the squad to face half 
right (or half left), points out to the Knights their 
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relative positions and explains that these are to be 
maintained in the oblique march. 

Being in line, faced to the front, at a halt : 

1. Right (or left) oblique, 2. March. 

At the preparatory command, each Knight half 
faces to the right or left. At the command “March”, 
each Knight steps off in the new direction, preserving 
.his relative position, keeping his shoulders parallel to 
those of the Knight next on his right, and so regulating 
his step as to make the head of this Knight conceal 
the heads of the other Knights in the rank; the rank 
remains parallel to its original front. 

77. If marching, the command of execution should 
be given as the foot on the side toward which the 
oblique is to be made strikes the ground; one more 
step to the front, then step off in the new direction 
with the outside foot. 

78. To resume the original direction: 

1. Forward, 2. March. 

The command “March,” should be given as the 
inside foot strikes the ground; one more step to the 
oblique with the outside foot, then step off in the new 
direction with the inside foot. 

79. Being in march, at oblique: 

At the command “Halt,” the Knights halt, faced to 
the front. 

To Change Step 

80. Being in march : 

1. Change step, 2. March. 

At the command “March,” given as the right foot 
strikes the ground, advance and plant the left foot; 
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plant the toe of the right foot near the heel of the left 
and step off with the left foot. The change on 
the right foot is similarly executed, the command, 
“March,” being 'given as the left foot strikes the 
ground. 

Route Step 

81. Being in march : 

1. Route step , 2. March. 

The Knights hold the formation but not the cadence 
and carry swords at will if armed. They will not 
maintain silence. This is used to rest the Knights on a 
long parade. 

At Ease 

82. Being in march : 

1. At Ease , 2. March. 

Executed the same as u Route step” except the 
Knights preserve silence. 

Alignments 

1. Right (or left), 2. Dress. 3. Front. 

83. At the command “Dress,” the entire rank, 
except the Knight established as base, moves forward 
or back, the Knights turn their eyes to the right, and 
dress up to the line. The Instructor verifies the align- 
ment by placing himself one pace to the right of the 
right flank facing down the line and orders such files 
as may be in rear or in advance of the line to move for- 
ward or back; this done, he steps two paces to the 
front, facing down the line, and commands : “Front,” 
the Knights turn their eyes to the front and stand at 
“Attention.”

To March in Line 

84. The Knights being correctly aligned, the In- 
structor will place a well-instructed Knight on the 
side on which the guide is to be, and commands : 

1. Forward , 2. March. 

At the command “March,” ,the Knights step off 
smartly with the left foot, the Knight acting as guide 
marching straight to the front. 

85. The Instructor observes, when marching in line , 
that the Knights touch elbows lightly toward the side 
of the guide ; that they open out neither arm ; that they 
yield to pressure coming from the side of the guide, 
and resist pressure coming from the opposite direc- 
tion; that, shortening or lengthening the step, they 
gradually recover the alignment and touch of the 
elbow, if lost ; and that they keep the head direct 
to the front, except for an occasional glance to the 
side of the guide. 

86. The Instructor impresses upon the Knights that 
the alignment can be preserved in marching only by 
the uniformity of the step, both in length and cadence, 
by the touch of the elbow, and by maintenance of the 
shoulders square with the line of direction. 

To March by the Flank 

87. Being at a halt, the Instructor commands : 

1. Eight (or left), 2. Face. 3. Forward. 4. March. 

88. Being in march, the Instructor commands : 

1. By the right (or left) flank, 2. March. 

89. Executed as described in U 74. In the march 
by the flank, the Knights cover their file leaders, 
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maintaining facing distance, look straight to the front 
and keep their heads up. 

90. To halt a column of tiles, the Instructor com- 
mands: 

1. Squad , 2. Halt. 

And to face it to the front : 

1. Left (or right), 2. Face. 

91. Marching in column of fdes, to march in line, 
the Instructor commands : 

; 1. By the right (or left) flank, 2. March. 

Executed as described in 74. 

To Change Direction in Column of Files 

9'2. Being in march, the Instructor commands : 

1. Column right (or left), 2. March. Or, Col- 
umn half right (or half left), 2. March. 

At the command “March,” the leading Knight 
wheels to the right (or half right, by taking two or 
three steps of about ten inches and moving over a 
quarter (or an eighth) of a circle, the radius of which 
is about eighteen inches, the other Knights follow and 
wheel on the same ground. 

To Pass an Obstacle 

93. Being in column, on the march, to effect a slight 
change in direction, or to pass an obstacle : 

1. Incline to the idght (or left), 2. March. 

At the command “March,” the leading Knight 
changes direction to the right (or left) so as to ac- 
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eomplish the purpose desired, the files in rear follow- 
ing their file leader. Having obtained the desired 
distance, the original direction- is resumed at the 
command : 

1. Forward , 2. March. 
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MANUAL OF THE SWORD 


94. Newly created Knights should at once be taught 
the Manual of the Sword. Ease and grace in the use 
of the sword can only be acquired by frequent exer- 
cise. Attention to minor details is essential in order 
to avoid forming awkward habits or taking incorrect 
positions. Carry the sword with a flexible wrist and 
without () rasping the grip tightly. The grip should 
be held by the thumb and two fingers, as if holding a 
pen; the left hand steadies the scabbard but does not 
grasp it. While marching, the right hand may be 
allowed to swing naturally; the hand moving about 
three inches in front and rear of the seam of the 
trousers. 

95. The Sword consists of the hilt and the blade. 

The Hilt is divided into the grip, the guard, and 
the pommel. 

The Grip is the handle grasped by the hand. 

The Guard is the cross piece between the grip and 
the blade. 

The Pommel is the knob or helmet on the end of 
the hilt. 

The Blade is divided into edge, back, sides and 
point . The Edge and Back are determined by the hilt. 

The Right and Left Sides of blade and grip are 
right and left sides in the position of “Carry, 
Swords.” 
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The Scabbard is the receptacle of the sword; the 
opening of the scabbard is its throat ; the mount at 
the lower end is its shoe ; the bands around the 
scabbard are “mounts.” 

96. The hand is “in tierce,” when it holds the 
grip, with back of hand up and “in quarte ” when it 
holds the grip with the back of The hand down. 




BEING IN LINE AT HALT, 

THE COMMMANDS ARE : 

1. Draw, 2. Swords. 

(Plates 6-7-8) 

97. At the command “Draw,” 
place the first and second finger of 
the left hand under the top rings 
of the scabbard, thumb on top 
of hook ; press hook down with 
thumb (do not lift up with fin- 
gers — the pressure of thumb will 
cause scabbard to slide off hook) ;

149. The Knights having been instructed in the 
School of the Knight, are now .ready to be formed 
as a Commandery. 

Common Errors of Drill 

150. One of the most common errors is too much 
distance between the elements of the command. The 
cause is often too long a step by the leading elements. 
The military step of thirty inches is not suitable for 
drilling in the Asy. and a shorter step should be 
used. If the rear elements drop behind, the C. G. 
should give the command: “Close Up Your Dis- 
tance” or “Close Up.” If the rear elements are 
not able to keep up, the leaders should be instructed 
to shorten the step until the proper distance is held 
by the rear elements without effort. 

151. Kts. who have received but little training, 
in executing “Forward, March”, will almost always 
make the first step a short step. The C. G. should 
watch this carefully, impressing upon the Kts. the 
necessity of taking the full step at the start. 

152. The sets of threes should hold together as 
though joined by an invisible bar of steel; the three 
moving as one. The greatest care must be exercised 
in this respect in the wheels. The marching and 
pivot flanks should both complete the turn at the same 
instant, each unit of the three stepping forward in 
the new direction at the same moment. The length- 
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ening of the step, that is so often seen on the march- 
ing flank, is caused, by the Kts. on the pivot flank 
moving around their arc of the circle too fast ; this 
makes the marching flank reach for a few extra inches 
to keep up. The guide in all wheels is on the march- 
ing flank ; the flank Kt. must take the regular step ; 
the pivot Kt. must take a very short step, glancing 
toward the marching flank and advancing in his small 
arc of the circle no faster than the outside Kt. The 
pivot Kt. should take just as many steps as the 
marching flank. 

153. Another common error is in turning a corner, 
in column, or a fixed pivot; this makes the pivot Kt. 
of the following three, crowd his set of threes to the 
outside, or causes him to start to turn before he has 
reached the corner. All changes of direction are 
made on a movable pivot (If 178); this moves the 
pivot Kt. forward and clears the ground for the fol- 
lowing three. 

154. In using the fixed pivot, the turn is made on 
the outside heel, the inside foot being advanced 
around it. 

155. When marching in column and the align- 
ment of the Kts. from front to rear is bad, the C. G. 
should give the caution: “Cover Your File Lead- 
ers.” The Kts. will march so that the head of the 
Kt. in front conceals the heads of all the others up 
the column. Keep your eyes straight to the front — 
forget your feet. 

156. The threes dress on #3 of their three, who is 
responsible for the distance (i. e., the space between 
himself and the #3 ahead of him) ; #3 gets the step 
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and the cadence from the #3 ahead of him; #3 of 
the first three gets if from the guide. 

157. Should there be open space between Kts. of 
the same line, C. G. should command: “Close Your 
Intervals,” at which the Kts. gradually close the 
space toward the side of the guide, until they have 
regained the light touch of the elbow; DO NOT 
CROWD THE GUIDE. 

158. In counting, the front and rear ranks count 
in unison. C. G. should see that the numbers run 
down both lines simultaneously. 

159. In executing the “Halt”, Kts. who have lost 
Distance or Interval are almost certain to continue 
the march until they have closed up, or to “Halt” 
and then move forward, or to the side, into place. 
The C. G. should caution the Kts. to “Halt”, at that 
command (except in certain progressive movements 
as “On right into line” ) and to stand fast until they 
receive the command “Close Up”, or “Right (or 
Left), Dress.” 

160. The C. G. should conduct himself with due 
courtesy to his fellow Kts., carefully avoiding all 
arbitrary or militaristic manners and methods, but 
insisting at all times on Attention, Silence and 
Obedience in the ranks. 

161. To obtain the desired results, the C. G. must 
exercise eternal vigilance. 

162. The Commandery executes the Halt, Rests, 
Facings, Steps, Turnings, the Manual of the 
Sword, resumes Attention, Kneels and Rises on the 
principles as explained in the School of the Knight 
and Manual of the Sword. 
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TO FORM THE COMMANDERY 

163. C. G., at the proper time, directs S. W. to 
take position where the right o-f the Cy. is to rest 
facing to the right ; C. G. takes post, with sword at 
the “Carry”, at a point in front of the center of the 
proposed line and distant therefrom about one-half 
its length, facing the line ; 

164. C. G. : Sir Knights, Fall In. 

The Kts. immediately “Fall In” 
(Diagram No. 1), according to height, 
at facing distance (12 inches), in a 
column of twos, the left file directly 
in rear of S. W. ; J. W. takes post as ' 
the last Ivt. in the left file. 

165. C. G. seeing the formation 
completed and the Kts. properly 
sized, commands : 

C. G. : Commandery, Left, Face; 
Right, Dress. 

C. G. goes to the right of the line, 
verifies the alignment of both ranks, 
takes post facing down the line, two paces to the front 
and one pace to the right of S. W. (Diagram No. 1). 

166. C. G. : Front. 

C. G. returns to his post in front of and facing 
the Cy. ; 

167. C. G. : Commandery, Draw, Swords. 

At the command “Draw”, the rear rank takes two 
backward steps; (f[ 71 and 99). 

At the command “Swords”, the rear rank, having 
come to “Carry”, returns to facing distance. 
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168. C. G. : Count , Off. 

At the command “Count”, the Kts execute “Eyes, 
Right” Of 56) ; at the command “Off” each front 
and rear rank Kt. in succession, beginning 1 with the 
Kt. on the left of S. W., counts One, Two, Three, 
Four, Five, etc. ; turning his head and eyes to the 
front as he counts. 

169. C. G. : Count, Threes. 

At the command “Count”, the Kts. execute “Eyes, 
Right” (f[ 56) ; at the command “Threes” each 
front and rear rank Kt. in succession, beginning with 
the Kt. on the left of S. W. count, One, Two, Three — 
One, Two, Three, as the case may be, turning his 
head and eyes to the front as he counts. 

170. C. G. : Numbers one, Count. 

All those Kts. who counted “one” in each three, now 
count One, Two, Three, Four, Five, etc., from right 
to left, without executing, “Eyes, Right. 

Roll Call 

171. C. G.: Sir Kt. S. W. (ft) Call the Roll; 
Commandery, Support, Swords. 

S. W. (j) will “Return”; step forward two paces; 
“Left, Face” and call the Roll. Eact Kt. as his 
name is called will answer “Here” and execute 
“Carry, Swords” (ff 122-3 — Plates Nos. 17-18-19) ; 
(Done) ; S. W. will “Draw”: 

S. W. ; Sir Kt. C. G. (ft) All Present or Ac- 
counted For. 

S. W. (!) will “Left, Face”; advance one pace in 
rear of his post ; “About” and step into line. 
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To Dismiss the Commandery 

. 172. Being in line, at a halt, with swords in the 
scabbard : 

C. G. : Commandery , Dismissed. (T[49). 

To March in Line 

. 173. Being in line at a halt, with the guide on 
the right : 

C. G. : Forward, March. 

At the command “March”, all step off with the 
left foot, taking care that the first step is a full step. 
S. W. as right guide, is responsible for the cadence, 
the length of step, and if there is a band, for being 
in time with the music. It is also the duty of the S. W. 
to advance straight to the front and not to give way 
either to the right or the left. This is not difficult 
in the Asy. but when maneuvering in the open, S. W. 
should be instructed to pick out two points at a 
distance that are in line with each other and perpen- 
dicular to the line of the Cy. and, that he must keep 
these two points covered, while marching. 

C. G. must see that the ranks preserve the align- 
ment and the light touch of the elbow ; that the Kts. 
yield to pressure from the side of the guide (right) 
and resist pressure from the left ; that by slightly 
shortening or lengthening the step, the Kts. gradually 
recover the alignment if lost ; that, by giving way to 
the right or left, they gradually recover any interval 
that may have been lost; that while habitually keep- 
ing the head straight to the front, they shall occasion- 
ally glance to the right to assure themselves of the 
alignment and interval ; that the rear rank keeps up 
to facing distance. 
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To Change the Guide 

174. Being in line on the march : 

C. G. : Guide, -Left, 

The J. W. now becomes the guide and is respon- 
sible for the march. 

To Halt the Commandery 

175. Being on the march : 

C. G. : Commandery, Halt, (ff 72). 

WHEELINGS AND PIVOTS 

176. Wheelings are of two kinds, on fixed or moving 
pivots. 

177. The fixed pivot, is used in wheeling from line 
into column, or from column into line, the pivot Kt. 
marking time in his place and Turning on His Out- 
side Heel to conform to the marching flank, care 
being taken to complete the turn at the same instant 
that it is completed by the marching flank. The 
three should wheel as one. Do Not Make a Square 
Turn. 

178. The moving pivot, is used in changing direc- 
tion of column and in successive formations ; the pivot 
Kt. takes a ten-inch step and, wheeling to conform 
to the marching flank, moves over a quarter of a 
circle whose radius is about eighteen inches. 

179. A wheel is one-fourth of a circle. During the 
wheel the guide is on the marching flank. 

180. When wheeling in sets of threes, the flank 
and pivot Kts. glance toward each other, the #2 Kt. 
looks toward the marching flank. In each set of 
threes, the #1 Kt., front rank, is the ranking Kt. ; the 
Kt. on the side of the guide is responsible for the 
distance. 
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Formation of Threes 

181. The Column of Threes is the habitual column 
of march except on Funeral or Religious Parades 
when the formation shall be in column of twos. 

182. In computing distances, the front or breadth 
of a Kt. is taken at twenty-four inches and his depth 
at twelve inches. When marching in column of 
threes, this gives a front of seventy-two inches ; a 
distance between front ranks of sixty inches ; the rear 
ranks are half way between the front ranks or twenty- 
four inches — measuring from the back of the Kt. in 
front to the breast of the Kt. in rear. (Diagram 
No. 2). 



Diagram No. 2 


183. The formation of a column of threes from 
line and forming line from a column of threes, as 
threes right (or left), and marching a column of 
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threes to the rear, as threes right (or left) about , is 
always executed by a wheel on a fixed pivot. The 
changing of direction in a column of threes is a wheel 
on a movable pivot. 

184. In a column of threes, when marching right 
in front , the S. W. is the Front Guide; the #3 Kt. 
of the leading three follows directly in rear of and 
will keep step with S. W. ; each #3 Kt. down the 
column will accurately maintain the step, trace and 
distance, and is the guide for his three. If the guide 
is changed to the opposite side, S. W. will change to 
that side, and the Kts. on that flank (#1) will main- 
tain the step, trace and distance, and are the guide 
for their three. 

185. When marching left in front; J. W. becomes 
the Front Guide and the same rules apply. 

186. In all wheelings by threes the forward march 
and the full step is taken on the completion of the 
wheel unless the command “Halt” is given. 

To Form Column of Threes to the Right (or Left) 

and Halt 

187. Being in line, at a halt, or on the march : 

C. G. : Threes right (or left), March; Command- 
ery , Halt. 

At the command “March” (Diagram No. 3), the 
front rank of each set of threes wheels ninety degrees 
or one quarter of a circle to the right, on a fixed 
pivot, the pivot Kt. keeping the right heel in place; 
care should be taken by the pivot to maintain the 
cadence and to take the same number of steps in 
making the wheel as does the marching flank. The 
Kt. on the marching flank maintains the full step 
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Diagram No. 3 

and marches on the arc of a circle, the front of the 
set of three (72 inches) being the radius. 

The rear rank, preserving its formation as a set 
of three (as though united by an invisible bar), 
conforms to the movement of the front rank, wheeling 
to the right, but at the same time giving way to the 
left, so as to remain at facing distance in rear of the 
front rank, during the wheel. 

S. & J. W. each march forward thirty-six inches 
(breast to back) and then turn to the right in 
marching. 
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S. AY. places himself twenty-four inches in front 
of #3 in the front rank. 

J. AY. places himself twenty-four inches in rear of 
#3 in the last rank. 

The command “Halt”, is given the instant the 
wheel is completed. 

C. G-ds position is at the left of S. AY.; he takes 
his position at the command “March.” 

To Form Column of Threes to the Right (or Left) 

and Move Forward 

188. Being in line, at a halt or on the march : 

C. G-. : Threes right (or left), March. 

At the command “March”, the front rank of each 
set of threes wheels ninety degrees, to the right on a 
fixed pivot, the rear ranks conforming as in 187 ; 
S. & J. AY. take their places ; upon the completion of 
the wheel, the front rank of each set of threes takes 
the full step, the rear rank holding back until there is 
twenty-four inches between the front and rear ranks ^ 
all take the full step and march forward in a direction 
parallel to the former front of the Cy. 

If the Cy. is to march to the left and the command, 
“ Threes left, March”, is given, the Cy. will march 
left in front and the guide is then announced, viz. : 
Guide Right. The front guide (J. AY.) will cross over 
to the right and take post twenty-four inches in front 
of #1 of the front rank; the rear guide (S. AY.) will 
cross over and take post twenty-four inches in rear 
of #1 of the last rank of three. 

C. G. will take post on right of J. AA r . 
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To Change Direction of a Column of Threes 

189. Being in column of threes, on the march : 

C. G. : Column right (or left}, March. 

or 

Column half right (or half left), March. 

At the command “March”, the front rank of the 
leading set of threes wheel ninety degrees to the right 
on a movable pivot, the pivot Kt. taking steps of ten 
inches and describing the arc of a circle so as to 
clear the wheeling point (If 178) ; when the wheel is 
completed the rank takes the full step and marches 
forward in the new direction. The other ranks march 
forward and wheel on exactly the same ground. If 
the change of direction be toward the side of the 
Wardens, they shorten their steps to ten inches and 
wheel as if each was the pivot of a rank of three. 
If the change be toward the side opposite the Wardens, 
they wheel as if on the marching flank of a rank of 
three. The Warden at the head of the column (Front 
Guide) must be careful to describe the proper circle 
during the wheel, especially if he is on the pivot flank. 

190. Column half right (or left) is similarly exe- 
cuted, the leading rank of three wheeling forty-five 
degrees, the other ranks following in its trace. 

To Put a Column of Threes in March and Change 
Direction at the Same Time 

191. Being in column of threes, at a halt: 

C. G. : Forward , column right (or left), March. 

Executed as described in ff 189. 
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To Form a Column of Threes- and Change Direction 

192. Being in line, at a halt or on the march : 

C. G. : Threes right (or left), Column right (or 
left), March. 

Executed as described in U 188 and 189. 


To Oblique in a Column of Threes and to Resume 

the Direct March 


193. Being in a col- 
umn of threes, on the 
march : 

C. G. : Bight (or left) 
Oblique, March. 

Each three obliques 
as described in 76 to 
79. 

On obliquing, the 
guide is always, without 
indication, on the side 
toward which the ob- 
lique is made. If the 
oblique is made to the 
right, and the column is 
marching right in front , 
the guide is on the #1 Kt. in the leading rank of three. 
(Diagram No. 4). If the oblique is made to the left, 
the guide is on the S. W. The same rules will apply 
to the J. W. when the column is marching with the 
left in front.

194. To resume the direct march : 
C. G. : Forward, March. 
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Diagi’am No. 5 


To March a Column of Threes to the Rear 

195. Being in column of threes, at a halt or on the 
march : 

C. G. : Threes right (or left) about, March. 

At the command “About”, each rear rank will close 
up to facing distance. 

At the command “March” (Diagram No. 5), each 
set of threes wheels to the right about (180°) on a 
fixed pivot (If 177 and 187), and marches to the rear. 
The wheel having been completed the rear ranks drop 
back to twenty-four inches and are careful to pre- 
serve that distance. 

S. W. being the front guide, moves forward to clear 
the marching flank, turns to the right, and, at the 
completion of the “About”, places himself twenty- 
four inches in rear of the Kt. on the right of the 
last set of threes — #1. 
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J. W. moves forward and to the right, and, on the 
completion of the About ”, places himself twenty- 
four inches in front of #1 of the leading set of threes. 

C. G. hastens to place himself on the right of the 
J. W. 

To Face a Line to the Rear and Halt, or to March 

196. Being in line, at a halt or on the march : 

C. G. : Threes right (or left) about , March: 

or 

Threes right (or left) about, March, Commandery, 
Halt. 

The threes wheel about as explained in 19b — and 
as soon as the wheel is completed the Cy. halts or 
takes up the forward march according to the com- 
mand. On the completion of the “About”, S. & J. W. 
resume their positions on the flanks of the Cy. 

To March in Column of Threes to the Front 

197. Being in line, at 
halt or on the march : 

C. G. : Bight by threes , 
March. 

At the command 
“March’ 7 (Diagram No. 
6), S. W., with length- 
ened steps, places him- 
self twenty-four inches 
in front of #3 of the 
first three; the first 
(right) set of threes 
move straight to the 
front, shortening the 
first four steps, and then 
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take the full step ; the rear rank drops back to twenty- 
four inches ; the second set of threes wheels to the 
right on a fixed pivot (ff 177 and 187), when the wheel 
is about completed, it wheels to the left on a movable 
pivot (IT 178 and 187), and follows in trace of the first 
set of threes; the other sets of threes wheel to the 
right on fixed pivots, march forward and change 
direction to the left on movable pivots, in trace of 
the second set of threes. J. W. follows tweny-four 
inches in rear of #3 of the last rank of three. 

To Form a Line to the Left (or Right) and Halt 

or 

To Form a Line to the Left (or Right) and 

Move Forward 

198. Being in a column of threes, at a halt or on 
the march : 

C. G. : Threes left (or right) March; Command* ry. 
Halt. 

or 

Threes left (or right), March. 

At the command “ Threes , Left”, each rear rank will 
close up to facing distance. 

At the command “March”, the sets of threes wheel 
to the left on fixed pivots (ff 177 and 187), S. W., if in 
front of the pivot, advances two paces and, at the com- 
pletion of the movement, takes position on the right of 
the line. If he should be on the flank opposite the pivot 
he wheels to the left as though he was on the right of 
a set of three and, at the completion of the wheel, 
places himself on the right of the line. J. W., or rear 
guide, places himself on the left of the line as the 
threes wheel into line. As soon as the wheel is com- 
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pleted the Gy. halts or takes up the forward march 
(If 173), according to the command. 


To Form Line on the Right (or Left) and Halt

199. Being in a column of threes, at a halt or on 
the march : 

C. G. : On right (or left) into line , March; Com- 
mandery , Halt; Front. 

At the preparatory command, each rear rank will 
close up to facing distance. 
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At the command “March” (Diagram No. 7) the 
leading set of threes wheels to the right on a movable 
pivot (If 178 and 187), and moves forward, taking the 
guide toward the right; S. "W. as the right (or front) 
guide, places himself on the right of the first three, 
passing in front of the three, and conducts the march 
,in the new direction. 

Each of the following sets of threes will march a 
distance equal to its front beyond the wheeling point 
of the set of threes next preceding it, then wheel to 
the right and advance as explained for the first set 
of threes. 

J. W., as rear guide, marches to the front until 
opposite his place in line ; he then wheels to the right 
and advances in the new direction until he also has 
arrived on the line ; he will then halt and dress to the 
right; J. W. is not in trace of #3 of the third set of 
threes after the turn to the right — he is to the left 
and thirty-six inches to the rear. 

As each following set of threes must march in the 
original direction a distance equal to the front of the 
set of threes immediately preceding it, the distance 
between sets of threes w T ill be increasd by the front 
of a set of threes. The distance between sets of 
threes, after the turn to the right will, therefore be 
36" (the original distance) + 72" (the front of a 
set of threes = 108" (back of rear rank Kts. of lead- 
ing set of threes to breasts of front ranks Kts. of fol- 
lowing set of threes). Kts. who have not received 
sufficient drill will always attempt to make up this 
lost distance. C. G. will see that the following sets 
of threes do not lengthen the step or increase the 
cadence. 
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The command “Halt”, is given when the leading 
set of threes has advanced Cy. distance in the new 
direction. The leading set of threes halts and dresses 
to the right; the other sets of threes, as soon as they 
arrive on the line, halt and dress to the right. 

The command “Front” is given when the dress is 
completed. 

To Form Line to the Front and Halt 

200. Being in a column of threes, at a halt or on 
the march : 

C. G. : Left (or Right) front into line , March; 
C ommandery , Halt ; Front. 

At the preparatory command the rear ranks close 
up to facing distance. 

At the command “March” (Diagram No. 8), the 
leading set of threes moves straight to the front, 
dressing to the right ; S. W. at the head of the column, 
places himself on the right of the leading rank of 
three and conducts the march ; the other sets of 
threes oblique to the left (H 76 and 193) till opposite 
their places in line, then each, in succession, marches 
straight to the front. 

As each following set of threes must advance 
(oblique) to the left (or right) a distance equal to 
the front of a set of threes, the distance between sets 
of threes will therefore be increased by the time lost 
in gaining this distance. C. G. will see that the follow- 
ing sets of threes do not lengthen the step or increase 
the cadence. 

The command “Halt”, is given when the leading 
set of threes has advanced Cy. distance, the leading 
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set of threes halts and dresses to the right; the other 
sets of threes upon arriving in line, halt and dress to 
the right. 



Diagram No. 8 
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J. W. as rear guide, obliques to the left until op- 
posite his place in line; he then advances in the new 
direction until he also has arrived on the line ; he 
will then halt and dress to the right ; J. W. does 
not follow in rear of #3 of the third set of threes, 
he is to the left and thirty-six inches in rear. 

The command “Front” is given when the dress is 
completed. 

If the movement is to the right, the command 
“March” should be given as the left foot strikes 
the ground (fl 193). 

If the movement is to the left, the command 
“March” should be given as the right foot strikes 
the ground. 

201. In executing “On right into line ” or “ Right 
front into line”, as each set of threes arrives on the 
line, the #1 front rank Kt. may caution his subdivi- 
sion, in a low voice, so that each set will “Halt” at 
the same instant and will execute “Right, Dress”. 

Formation of a Column of Files 

202. A column of files Marches, Changes Direc- 
tion, Halts, etc., according to the rules prescribed 
in the School of the Knight. 

To Form Column of Files from Column of Threes 

C. G. : Right by file, March. 

203. Being at a halt : 

At the preparatory command, the rear ranks close 
up to facing distance.

At the command “March”, the right file of the lead- 
ing set of threes (#1, front and rear rank) moves 
forward ; the #2 and #3 files oblique to the right and 
follow in traces of the #1 files, When the left file 
(#3, front and rear rank) of the leading set of threes 
has commenced to oblique, the right file (#1, front 
and rear rank) of the second set of threes moves to 
the front, and so on to the rear of the column. The 
Kts. keep closed to facing distance. The Wardens 
precede and follow the leading and rear files. 

C. G. places himself on the left of S. W. 

204. Being in march: 

At the command “March”, given as the right foot 
strikes the ground, the right file (front and rear 
rank) of the leading set of threes continues the march. 
The others halt and resume the march as explained 
in H 203. 

C. G. places himself on the left of S. W. 

To Form Column of Threes from Column of Files 

205. Being in march, or at a halt : 

C. G. : Form threes left (or right) oblique, March. 

At the command “March”, the front guide moves 
forward two paces and to the left and, as the threes 
form, places himself twenty-four inches in front of 
the left file, the leading file (front and rear rank) of 
the first set of threes moves forward two paces and 
halts, the rear file falling back to twenty-four inches ,* 
the other files of the first set of threes oblique to the 
left and place themselves successively on the left of 
the leading file. The leading file of each following set 
of threes moves forward to twenty-four inches from 
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the corresponding file of the next set of threes in 
front and halts; the other files of the threes oblique 
to the left and place themselves successively on the 
left. The rear guide places himself twenty-four inches 
in rear of the left file of the rank of three. 

To Form a Column of Twos from Line 

206. Being in line, at a halt : 

C. G. : Bight, Face. 

207. Being in line, on the march : 

G. G. : By the right (or left) flank, March. 

Executed as in 74 and 89. 

To Form Line to the Right (or Left) from Column 
of Files, or from a Column of Twos 

208. Being at a halt : 

C. G. : Bight (or left) Face. 

209. Being in march : 

C. G. : By the right (or left) flank, March. 

Executed as in ]\ 74 and 89. 

To Increase the Interval in a Column of Twos 

210. Being in column of twos at a halt, or on the 
march : 

C. G. : Incline to the right and left, March. 

At the command “March”, the leading unit of the 
file on the right gives way to the right ; the leading 
unit of the file on the left, gives way to the left; the 
files in rear follow their file leader and maintain 
facing distance; when the desired interval between 
the columns has been gained, the forward march is 
resumed at the command : Forward, March. 
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To Increase the Interval and Distance in a Column 

of Twos 

211. Being in a column of twos, at a halt, or on 
the march: 

At the command “March”, the leading file of each 
column gives way to the right or left; the Kts. in 
rear follow their file leader, at the same time dropping 
back so as to gain distance. The columns should be 
about three paces apart and the distance between 
Kts. about two paces. 

To Reduce the Interval and Distance in a Column 
of Twos at Open Order 

212. Being in column of twos, at open order : 

C. Gr. : Close order , March. 

The Kts. return to the usual interval and distance. 

To Face to the Center 

213. Being in a column of twos at a halt, with an 
interval of not less than two paces : 

C. G. : Inward , Pace. 

At the command “Face”, the Kts. execute “Right 
(or left), Pace”, as may be required to bring the 
Lines facing each other. 

214. To cause the Lines to face in the original 
direction : 

C. G. : Right and left , Face. 

The Kts. face toward the original front.

C., G. & P. leave Asylum with C in the lead ; G. & P. 
in rear; G. on the right. C. G. (I) will advance to 
his station and “About”. 

C. G. : Sir Kt. W. (W. will rise, ft) Sound the 
Assembly. 

W. : (I) Sir Kts., Attention. (All in Asy. will 
rise). 

C. G. : Officers Take Your Stations. Draw 
Swords. Sir Kts., Be Seated.

103, Line 18) all Candidates, with the ex- 
ception of the Exemplar, will be ushered into the 
Asy. and seated in such a position as to plainly wit- 
ness the three (3) years of Pilgrimage. 

Candidates will remain in the Asy. during form- 
ing and retiring of the Escort for the P. 

P. will cause candidates to rise, place their right 
hand over their heart and repeat the obligation in its 
entirety (Rit. Pg. 107, Line 5). P. will cause Candi- 
dates to be seated after obligation (Rit. Pg. 108, Line 
2 ). 

S.W. will cause all candidates to rise, raise their 
right hands, and make the declaration (Rit. Pg. 110, 
Line 17). After completion of declaration S.W. will 
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cause candidates to be seated (Exemplar will remain 
standing).

Brand Standard, come to “Carry” and advance one 
pace (30 inches) in front of his station. 

Rit. Pg. 129 — Line 15 : 

St.B. will return the Grand Standard, secure the 
Beausea.nt ; come to “Carry” and advance one pace 
(30 inches) in front of his station. He will return 
Beauseant to its stand at end of Lecture ; return to 
his station and is seated. 

Rit. Pg. 129 — Line 24 : 

C. : Sir Kts., “Attention” ; Sir Kts. in the front 
rows; “Draw, Swords (G. and C.G. will draw on 
command of the C.)

St.Gd. under command of Sw.B. executes a left 
wheel and a right wheel and advances to within three 
pace (90 inches) of the Flag: Sw.B. commands: “St.

FUNERAL ESCORTS AND RELIGIOUS 

SERVICES 


GENERAL RULES 

Under the Statutes of the Grand Encampment, 
Commanderies shall not appear in public without a 
dispensation issued by the Grand Commander, ex- 
cept upon funeral occasions or to attend religious 
services. A number of Kts. in uniform do not consti- 
tute a Commandery. The Commandery therefore 
must be Opened and the Kts. must be in full Templar 
Uniform: i. e., they must wear their swords. (See 
Sec. 216, Statutes of the G. E., 1949). 

The word “Church” is used herein to designate the 
place of holding the services. 

If it is the custom of the Church at which the 
Services are to be held, to take a collection, the 
Recorder should perform that duty for the Com- 
mandery in the Asy., and will deliver the contribu- 
tion to the Church authorities. 

The C. G. should go to the Church in advance and 
arrange for the entrance and exit of the Commandery. 

If the weather is unfavorable — rain or severe cold 
— the Kts should be encouraged to put on overcoats 
or to otherwise protect themselves. When the Church 
has been reached, the C. G. should conduct the Lines 
into a room provided in advance, where overcoats 
may be laid aside and the Lines again formed before 
entering the Auditorium. After the Services, the 
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Kts. should be conducted to the room where their 
overcoats were left and the Lines reformed before 
appearing on the street. 

It is recommended that the banner stands be sent 
to the Church and placed in some conspicuous place 
near the pulpit (or casket). If this has been done, 
the Beauseant and U. S. Flag should be carried for- 
ward and placed therein. The Grand Standard is 
not a Parade banner and should not be taken from 
the Asy. The St. B. will carry the U. S. Flag and 
the W. the Beauseant. (See 1j40, also Amendment 
to Statutes, Sec. 359, adopted 1951, by G. C. of Iowa.) 

Warder will remove sword, scabbard and slings 
including belt. The St. Gd. form as a set of three, 
the Guards forming the rear rank. When so organ- 
ized, the Standard Guard and Guards constitute the 
Second Division, with the Sword Bearer in command. 

No display movement will be executed by a Com- 
mandery while going to or returning from the Church. 
The Commandery will march at “Open, Order” or 
“Close, Order” as the Captain General may direct. 
Swords should be drawn and may be carried at “Right 
Shoulder ” to relieve the Kts. 

It is not possible to provide in this Manual, hard 
and fast rules, or commands, for every contingency 
that may arise — each occasion presents different con- 
ditions; the well-posted Captain General will, how- 
ever, have no great difficulty in adjusting himself 
to almost any situation, if he has carefully studied 
the general principles laid down herein. Situations 
may arise where it will be necessary to disregard all 
established rules of military procedure. 
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The Captain General will instruct the Kts. that 
each should Cover” as he enters the Church and 
should “R^-Cover” as he passes out — without com- 
mand. 

The Staff of the Commander will consist of the 
Generalissimo, Prelate (in uniform without sword), 
Recorder, Treasurer, Sentinel and all Past Com- 
manders. They will form on the right of the line if 
the Asy. is large enough ; if not, they form in column 
of twos, on the north side of the Asy. facing to the 
left (west) ; the Commander two paces in the lead, 
forming a triangle with the Generalissimo (on the 
right) and the Prelate (on his left). Commander and 
Staff do not Draw ”. 

While Templar Tactics do not provide for “File 
Closers”, it is recommended that the Senior and 
Junior Wardens be used as Chiefs of Divisions. If 
so used, their posts, In Line, will be two paces in 
front of the center of their respective divisions; In 
Column, it will be two paces to the right of the 
center; at Inward , Face” it will be two paces to 
the rear of the center of the line on the right; they 
go wherever their duties may require. (See Dia- 
grams Nos. 35 and 36). 

The duties of the Chiefs of Divisions will be to 
see that the Kts. in their divisions maintain “Dis- 
tance”, “Interval”, “Step”, “Silence”, and that there 
is “no smoking ” in the ranks, the things that make 
or break the appearance of a Commandery when in 
public. 

In case the Senior and Junior Warden are taken 
out of line, the Captain General will appoint compe- 
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tent Kts. to act as right and left guides to the Com- 
mandery. 

TACTICS 

Detailed explanations of evolutions are not given 
herein ; the C. G. is referred to the school of the Com- 
mandery or to the Opening, should he be in doubt as 
to how any command is to be executed. 

The Cy. having been opened and the hour having 
arrived, C. G. will “Draw” and report to the C. ; 

C. G. : E. C. (t + ) I Report for Orders. 

C. : Sir Kt. C. G., Form the Lines. 

C. G. : (|) Sir Kts. Fall In; Commandery, Left , 
Face; Right , Dress; Front; Draw, Swords; Count 
Off; On My Left, First Division ; On My Right, 
Third Division; Third Division, Left Step, March; 
Division, Halt ; Commandery, Present, Swords. 

C. G. : Second Division, Attention; Right, Face; 
Forward, Close Order, March; Column Left, March; 
Column left, March; Column Right, March; By the 
right flank, March; Halt; About Face; Command- 
ery,, Carry, Swords; Right, Dress; Front; Present, 
Swords; E. C. (f + ) The Lines Are Formed. 

C. : LEAD ON SIR KT. C. G. ; 

C. G. : (f) Commandery, Carry, Swords; Right, 
Face; Forward, March. 
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At the command 
‘[Right, Face”, Sw. B. 
will command ; 

Sw. B. : Second Divi- 
sion, Threes right; 
March, Halt; Right 
step, March; Halt. 

This brings the St. B. 
facing front up the cen- 
ter between the columns. 
At the command, “For- 
ward, March”, the Sec- 
ond Division drops back 
two paces, maintaining 
this distance and its reg- 
ular formation as a set 
of threes in double rank, throughout the march ; J. W. 
will see that the Third Division drops back two paces 
in rear of Second Division and that this distance is 
maintained throughout the march. 

C. G. takes post on left of front guide and gives 
such orders as may be necessary to march the Cy. to 
the place of meeting. 

The Cy. will return as it came, Hm Lines will be 
dismissed and the Cy. closed. 

FUNERAL ESCORT 

There has been so little demand for the Knight 
Templar Burial Service — most Knights preferring to 
be buried by the Lodge with Templar Escort — 
that the Burial Service has been omitted; General 
Principles and the Tactics only being given herein.

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If burial by the Commandery is desired, the Burial 
Ceremony prescribed by the Grand Encampment must 
be followed. (See Statutes of G. E., 1949, Pg. 118). 

An unaffiliated Knight Templar is not entitled to 
Knightly honors. 

The Commandery may, when so requested, act as 
Escort to the Lodge without dispensation ; but no 
Commandery shall act as Escort at the funeral of any- 
one whose burial is conducted with other than Masonic 
Ceremonies. 

When Masonic, Civic and Fraternal Societies form 
the Escort, the Commandery shall have the right of 
the line (head of the column). When military organi- 
zations are included in the Escort, the United States 
Army or Xavy and the National Guard have pre- 
cedence over the Commandery. 

Sword hilts and banners should be draped in 
mourning. 

When a band is provided, it will march, in column, 
ten paces ahead of the Commandery. 

The C. G. will approach the place of holding the 
service with the lines at “Open, Order” and with at 
least three paces between the columns; the band will 
take post on the right ; 

C. G. : Commandery, Halt; Inward, Face; Present 
Swords. 


At the command “Halt”, the Kts close up to 
facing distance and “Halt”; at “Inward, Face”, the 
front rank of the Second Division will execute 
“ Threes , Left” and “About” ; the rear rank will exe- 
cute “Threes, Bight” and “About”; the Staff divides, 
the right files going to the right and forming a part 
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of the line on the right, the left files going to the left ; 
C. goes to the right; C. G. takes post on left flank of 
the line on the left opposite C. ; front and rear guides 
are on left; (See Diagram No. 36)! S. & J. W. are in 
rear of the line on the right; C., Staff and Standard 
Guard do not “Present.” 

The Lodge and others, if 
there are any, pass through 
the Lines ; 

C. G. : Commandery, 
Carry, Swords ; Return, 
Swords ; Right and Left, 
Face; Forward, Close order, 
March. 

The Standards will now be 
in the left column, St. B. 
with U. S. Flag in the lead ; 
the Guards will be in the right 
column, 3' Gd. in the lead. 

The C. G. conducts the 
Commandery to the seats 
provided. 

If the Services are being held in the Church and 
if the banner stands have been placed near the pulpit 
or casket, the Sw. B. may conduct his division down 
the aisle after the other Kts. have been seated and 
place the Standards in the stands. If this is done 
the Second Division should be seated near the Colors. 
When the services are over, the Second Division 
should be the first to leave the Auditorium. The Sw. B. 
will cause his division to take its usual place in the 
Lines when formed. 
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On leaving the Commandery should move out first 
and form on the fight, so that the Lodge and others 
may form on the left (or in rear) ; the Lodge does 
not pass through the Lines in going out. 

On arrival at the place of interment, C. G. will 
cause the Kts. to “Halt”, “Inward, Face” and “Pre- 
sent, Swords”, while the Lodge and others pass 
through and take their places around the grave. The 
Cy. will then be formed in two lines outside of the 
Lodge and the C. G. will cause the Kts. to come to 
“Carry” and “ Parade , Rest”, care being taken, how- 
ever, that they are at “Order” before the Prayer, 
during which the Kts. “Z7w-Cover.” Bugler may 
sound “Taps” immediately after the Prayer. 

The return to the Asy. will be in the order given 
for the march to the grave. Sw T ords may be at “lie- 
turn” , at “Carry” or at “Bight Shoulder .” 

The Lines will be dismissed and the Cv. closed.

Refer to the completion of the Temple of 
Solomon, and the deposit of the Sacred Mys- 
teries, 1000 B. C. Hence Anno Depositionis. 
(A. Dep. — Year of Deposit). Add 1000 to the 
current year. 

Knights Templar: 

Refer to the founding of the Order, 1118 A. D. 
— Hence Anno Ordinis. (A. O. — Year of the 
Order.) Subtract 1118 from the current year. 
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
